Too Much Secrecy

presented in Geneva, we may 
learn from some foreigners how 
to solvo such a problem as the 
corrosion of aluminium by very 
‘hot water, which = !s criftical to 
the development of some types 
of atomic power reactor....The 
peaceful uses of atomic power 
mow aro essentially all unclass!- 
fied (off the secret ) except 

ie work on controlled thermo- 
nuclear power, It is true that 
some phases of atemle power 
still are classified (secret), out 
the current trend !s ‘ul 
and strong, and it ecems likely 


that only the normal Industrinl 
secrecy will remain after a fow 
yeara,” 


The sclentist's view 4hat there 
was still too much  scerecy, 
especially about research on 
controlling fusion (the power of 
the hydrogen bomb) for peace- 
fed purpoecs, was strongly sup- 
ported in the autumn ty br 
Henry Smyth, a former member 
of the Atomic Energy Commls~ 
sion. 


Dr Smyth, who 49 actanlly 
working on fusion research at 
‘Princeton Untversity, dropped 
the first hint of a possibio solu- 
tion to the problen of “contain- 
img the unconta‘mable”, that 1s, of 
holding in spsce guses ot heats 
of 100 million degrees or more 
which would Instantly vaporise 
any physical container, The 
hint wos that it might be pos- 
slble to create an invisible 
“box' of electro-magnetic 
waves.

Consider one 
figure affecting the English 
and Welsh—of every ten 
thousand males aged 17 to 
20 in England and Wales 
during 1964, one hundred 
and ninety-one were con- 
victed of breaking, entering, 
or larceny. 


Sufficient to worry about 
there? Of course. But note 
that the figures rlso mean that 
of every ten thousand males 
in this age group, nine thousand 
elght hundred and nine did not 
commit these offences. 


You could go on quoting 
almilar figures iii over the 
world, gleaning even from the 
worst statistics the encouraging

The Law Sccicty. 

Are the public ropresentea 
on this body? Not at all, The 
Law Soclety itself consists of 
soliciters who have a vested 
interest in preventing  pricc- 
undercutting among their memn- 
bers. Its whole outhority is 
thrown magainst the principle of 
free competition. It deadens tn- 
terprise end stifles initiative 


Restricted 


OW back to the plusher 

brethren. There are about 
2,000 practising barristers, Con- 
sider the restricted class from 
which most of them spring. 

There is less equality cf 
opportunity than In most other 
professions for those who sctck 
a career at the Bar, 

For the Bar you need money 
fram the statt. You must pay 
around £100 to join. You may 
have to find up to £250 a year 
for your chambers, You must 
have the cash to Keop your:e!t 
for several years while you are 


establishing your practice, 

Next, within this small circle, 
sce favouritism can 
cpcrate, 

Does o litigant pick his own 
cousel freely? The conven— 


tion is that he leaves the choice 
to his soliciter. 


What mumbo-jumbo that Is— 
and worse! For solicitors, of 
course, have their spectal pets at 
the Bar, 

Who lays down the rule that 
a barrister may not “act in con- 
tenticus matters” unless he has 
first been Instructed by a soll- 
altor? 

The Bar Council, whioh stands 
In much the same relation to 
barristers os the Law Socitty 
to solicitors, Sir Hartley Shaw~ 
cross js its chairman, 

And the authority of the Bar 
Counc!i ts fbuttressed by the dis. 
clplinary powers of the Bonch- 
ers of the Four Inns of Court. 
Among them the Council and 
the Benehers lay down minimum 
fees, refuse barristers the right 
ty advertise, and have power to 
discipline thelr me! 3 lin 
privote courts against which 
thore is no right of eppeal. 

But the sort of misconduct 
they tako disciplinary action 
against is not afwayes the sort 
that you or I would reyard «3 
most deserving of punishment, 

For though you can take legal 
action against a surgeon for 
negligence, there Is no legal re~ 
dre:s at all against a barrister 
whose client considers he has 
been Incompetently represented 
in a court of law.

BUT LAST 
RECORD GOES.

Pint-sized Rita Halt of the Hongkong Amateur 
Athletic Club once held five Colony athletic records. She 
now holds only one—the 100 Yards Dash in 11.8 seconds, 
The one but last, the Long Jump record, went at Pokfulam 
on Saturday to South China’s Ng Shuet-kwaj who on her 
second of six jumps cleared 16 feet 7 inches to top Rita’s- 
best by an inch. 

Rita still holds the unofficial best ever women’s long 
jump mark in Hongkong. She cleared 17 feet 10 inches 
in practice once at Boundary Street, while the unofficial 
Colony best ever mark of 16 feet 1014 inchts belongs to 
Mui Shun-ngan who cleared this at Caroline Hill in 1948 
at a meeting before the HKAAA was founded. Official 
Colony records date back to 1951 when the HKAAA was 
founded. 


Mui Shun-ngan Is raid to 
have cleared 17 feet 2 Inches at 
another mecting in 1046, but 
even thls target appears to be 
well In the reach of Ng Shuct- 
kwai, who only took up long 
jumping os her main event 
this season, and cicared 16 fect 
10 Inches in o “bad" jump at 
Pokfulam on Saturday. 


Her actual distance cleared in 
2 jump from. just behind the 
take-off board, her «sixth on 
Saturday, was 16:10, the official 
Measurement being 16:34. She 
had three jumps over 16 fect 
and two more were just under 
that figure.

Output OF A Revived British Industry

EW developments in 
; British industry since 
World War Il have been 
more striking than the 
growth of clock and watch- 
making, In 1989 the in- 
dustry had dwindled until 
its output was negligible;
